“Well, Garibaldi’s name was Giu- 
seppe—what we call Joseph in the 
English—and there is not a wild boy 
in the streets here who was as devel- 
ish as Giuseppe. His father was a 
boatman on the Riviera at Nice which 
is now in France but then—more than 
a hundred years ago—was in one of 
the Italian states. Little Giuseppe 
pushed a washer woman into the sea 
and then pulled her out; he made 
faces at his father instead of study- 
ing his books; he said he would steal 
a ship and fight pirates.

“Do you know, my friend, how 
many followed him? Four thousand!

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F;Hambrock; Jr. --- Collector 
of Airship Covers 





In 1904, Fred Hambrock, then a 
youth of twenty wanted to go to South 
Africa. About this same time his 
father showed him letters that came 
from his mother in Germany. The 
queer stamps intrigued him and he 
started chasing the little bits of paper. 
While in South Africa he frequently 
sent pound notes to St. Kitts, Fiji and 
other British Possessions for sets of 
the current stamps. 














The interest of this strange country 
overcame his interest in Philately and 
when he returned to America in 1908 
he was too full of the wild country 
to even think of such a tame pastime 
as stamp collecting. It was not until 
the Graf Zeppelin stamps were is- 
sued a few years ago that his old in- 
terest in stamps was revived. He was 
happy to find that he had still re- 
tained his Philatelic Treasures gath- 
ered in South Africa. His interest 
in the Zeppelin Stamps was aroused 
because of a trip he made in the 
great ship from Berlin to Paris in 
1914, 

Therefore when the U. S. Zeppelins 
were issued he invested some $300 in 
these stamps and made many pleasant 
contacts with members of the crew 
and officers of the ship when it visited 
Lakehurst. 

Autographed covers became his 
hobby and he found that it was far 
easier to get the autographs of the 
officers than of members of the 
crew. The lower the rank of the crew 
the more he had to pay to get the 
coveted signatures, however the for- 
bidden “pint”, American cigarettes by 
the carton and a fluent German “pun” 
resulted in some covers having as 
many as 17 signatures of the Zep 
crew including even that of Dr. Eck- 
ener. 


Since those days he has bought mint 
U. S. in fifteen different states while 
traveling for his firm. In 1928 he 
made a find of some coils, this profited 
him some $3000 which he sent to Wall 
Street and in 1930 the brokers sent 
him a check for $36.00, the last of an 
$85,000 capital. 

Business Depression released nearly 
all sales executives with the result 
that Fred is now selling his U. S. ac- 
cumulation as well as marketing a 
U. S. Album. He states that the re- 
sults of offers of this album through 
Linn’s Weekly have been very gratify- 
ing. 

His grandfather Friedrich von 
Hambrock cut the “von” from his 
name many years ago as it always 
caused him trouble when visiting the 
UO. A. 

His father, until he died two years 
ago was the oldest member of Mecca 
Shrine in New York. He retired from 
the wholesale grocery business in 1908 
after a partner had swindled him out 
of a quarter million dollars. 

Fred was made a Mason in Chicago, 
he now spends his time on a 25 acre 
New Jersey Wilderness which he has 
made a haven for birds and all wild 
life, this is his studio, his sanctuary, 
wher he spends his idle time with his 
friends, his stamps and his memories 
of other days. 

There was always a smile on his 
face as he came stepping into the of- 
fice of Linn’s Weekly on frequent oc- 
casions, the smile is still there and 
doubtless within a short time he will 
again be called to take the road and 
will then begin to recuperate his for- 
tunes.

We believe that the stamp dealer 
who runs his business in a business 
like manner should be protected from 
the competition of the dealer who 
does not run his business in a busi- 
ness like manner. It is a simple fact 
that if one can do business without 
paying his advertising accounts that 
he is an unfair competitor for the 
dealer who conducts his business in a 
proper manner and does pay his ac- 
counts.

Use of Precancelled Stamps on 


First Class Mail 





The statement is frequently made 
that precanceled stamps can not be 
used on first class mail. This state- 
ment is incorrect as precancels can 
and frequently are used on first class 
mail. Their use in this manner, how- 
ever, is very limited and certain re- 
strictions must be complied with. 

A recent issue of the Postal Bulle- 
tin calls attention to a method by 
which precanceled stamps may be 
used on first class mail and this is a 
method by which we have not yet 
seen them so used. Following is the 
ruling regarding their use. 

“Precanceled postage stamps may 
be used on first-class matter when a 
special permit has been obtained for 
such purpose. 

Under the conditions governing the 
use of precanceled stamps on first- 
class matter, the mailer places on 
each piece of such matter the date of 
mailing in connection with lines sim- 
ilar to those used in a cancellation 
postmark, such lines to pass over the 
precanceled stamp and thus further 
Postmasters should so in- 
form patrons interested in mailing 
first-class matter with precanceled 
stamps affixed. In this connection at- 
tention is invited to article 67, page 
20 of the July, 1932, Postal Guide.” 

It would therefore seem that to 
use them in the manner prescribed 
that the stamps would have to be af- 
fixed to the envelopes and cancelled 
by the mailer either with a special 
rubber stamp or by having them run 
through a printing press. This opens 
up another field for collectors of pre- 
cancelled stamps.

Condor Arrives at Buenos Aires 





Mr. A. H. Davis of Buenos Aires, 
Argentine, sends a card under date 
of May 11th and states that the Con- 
dor plane, Tacuari, arrived at the 
Buenos Aires Airport from Rio on 
this date. It carried the mail from 
the Graf Zeppelin which had arrived 
from Europe on the same date. The 
mail was all backstamped 11th May, 
1933, 1 p. m. As the Graf Zeppelin 
left Fredrichshafen at 10 p. m. on 
May 6th, a new record for fast mail 
transportation has been established. 

Mr. Davis further states that the 
Argentine Postal authorities decline to 
accept mail for the airship as it has 
been impressed on them that they 
have infringed the Aeropostale con- 
cession by accepting mail on previous 
occasions.

Yorktown Lake Shade 


Our first information regarding the 
Yorktown Stamps in a Lake Shade 
came when we received advertising 
copy from the Chapin Stamp Company 
of Chicago who offered this stamp in 
singles at $7.50 or in blocks of four 
at $30.00. Now we find a note in the 
Bulletin of the Crescent City Stamp 
Club of New Orleans which states 
that 200 copies of a light lake shade 
and 100 copies of a deep lake shade 
of this stamp were found and that 
all of them were found in the Bir- 
mingham postoffice. 

How light the light lake shade must 
be to be classed as lake rather than 
some other shade is a question we 
cannot answer but good fortune fa- 





vored us with a superb block of four 
of the deep lake shade, a shade so 
deep that it could not be mistaken 
for anything other than lake. This 
block was picked out of a quantity 
of stamps that came to us as a re- 
mittance from some reader of this 
paper. We know not where they 
came from but spotted the block and 
are happy to have found it. 


If as stated, there was but 100 
copies of the deep lake color then any 
price such as $7.50 per stamp or $30 
per block is but a fraction of their 
value for the color is decidedly as 
distinct as many other color varieties 
in United States which command 
handsome prices today. Assuredly, it 
is worth while to go over your dupli- 
cates of this stamp carefully in a 
search for the lake shade of this 
stamp. - ;
